World’s 
Oldest . 
Book Is In — 
France 


Paris, May 5S. 

The world’s oldest “book” is 
possessed by the French National 
Library. + -- ‘ 
“It is not a bool in the proper 
sense of the word but it served 
that purpose in another and when 
the ‘present form’ of bound 
volume was unknown. It is an 
Egyption papyrus dating back 
2,800 years. . : 
Written at lungth’on the scroll is 
not a philosophical {reatise, nor a 
scientific study. of the period. After 
savants had pored on it for . many 
long hours, for tho translation wos 
most dificult, they found written 
simply a. judicious cpuncil on how to 
live wiscly, preaching simplicity in 
living, ‘moderation in food and drink, 
the. cduention. of children. «5 +s 
Despite .its age, the papyrus ts 
relatively well preserved, for many in 
the hands of collectors from later 
periods helter shew the wear of time. 
It is only 23 feet, 2 Inches long which 
hardly compares in length with the 


famous Harris Papyrus, tliscovered in ]. 


the tomb of Rameses WT, which 
mensures 132 feet, 10 inches. 

A focsimile of the papyrus wos 
published in 1817 with the following 
appellation: “Facsimile of an Egyp- 
tian Papyrus in heroglyphic charac- 
ters found at Thebes and given to 
the National Library in Paris hy 
Emile Prisse d’Avesnes. : 

FOUND BY ACCIDENT 

Prisse d’Avesnes, French archacolo. 
Rist and egyptologist, who was famed 
for his findings about the middle of 
the 18th century, came upon this 
valuable document rather by accident. 
One day while searching a Theban 
Necropolis at Drah-Abou-Nerea, ho 
was. approached by a workman with 
the scroll and asked if he wished to 
purchase it. As it secmed quite 
authentic, the French _ archacologist 
bought it, but tittle realizing ity true 
value. : : 

After a thorough investigation, 
Prisso d'Avesne was’ able to establish 
that the papyrus had been stolen from 
n tomb of onc of ‘the Antefs of. the 
11th Theban dynasty, a tomb which 
he himself some time before had un- 
carthed and brought to light. 

At present it is divided into 12 
sections, with the Jength of each. de- 
termined by the logical division of tho 
texts; "Those: of ‘the: texts;-which- are 
intact, are divided into two sections; 
Kaquemna and the Ptahhotep, 


by scraping. The number of lines of 
ench section is unequal, varying be- 
tween 11 and 14, Tho length of the 
lines varies between cight inches and 
two feet, . *

Education Reform 


(To The Editor, 
Hongkong Telegraph.) 


Sir-—The strictures mado by “A 
Parent’ sometime ago in tho local 
apers on tho System of Education 
n Hongkong must be still fresh in 
the minda of the public who owe him 
much for his fcarless and, above all, | 
truthful exposition of this important 
subject affecting the schools antl tho 
public in general of Hongkong. 


Tho strong exception he took to the 
Mnthomatics and Science subjects be- 
Ing taught in most schools instead of 
other more uncful and practical ones 
is both pertinend and irrefragable, 
for they give only hazy idens of 
Science when imperfectly taught, and 
consequently the students’ knowledge 
of Physics and Chemistry will not bo 
sufficient to make them chomical 
clerks, nor will thelr knowledge of 
Algobra, Geometry and Trigonometry 
make them surveyors. ' 


The root of tho trouble complalned 
of ‘lies in the excessive regard which 
the Hongkong Schools and Colleyes 
have for tho resulte in the Matricula- 
tion and School Certificate Examina- 
tions by the Hongkong University, 
which scem to thom to enhhnee their 
reputation but which are no. true 

assports to the students’ education 

use the atandard of English of 
many «matriculation or higher class 
students are low, as "A Parent” had 
unequivocally stressed this point when 
he snid that there were many students 
holding matriculation or higher class 
certificates who could not write three 
sentences correctly. Truly, what is 
the use of tenching all these subjects 
which are useless in the students’ 
occupation after they have left school 
when English which is the most ini- 
yortunt of all the pubjects seems to 
have been neglected, or imperfectly 
taught, ar at least inefficlently .ac- 
quired by the students?

After 
savants hud pored on it for many 
long ‘hours, Tor. tho translation was 
most dificult, they found written 
simply a. judicious council on how to 
live wisely, preaching simplicity In 
living, moderation in food and ‘drink, 
the education of, children... . « 

Despite ita age, the papyrus is 
relatively well preserved, for many in 
the hands of collectors from Inter 
periods better show the wear of time. 
It is only 23 feet, 2 inches tong which 
hardly compares in length with the 
famous Harris Papyrus, discovered in 
the tomb of Rameses Il, which 
measures 182 feet, 10 inches,

A noteworthy omission in the 
British questionnaire to Ger- 
many is the absence of any re- 
ference to the expectation on the 
part of the.

cemt debate devoted to this lat- 
ter subject in the House of 
Lords, ‘one of the speakers
